The bequests in the codicil which 
particularly mystify Mrs. McMillan 
are $92,500 which Mr. McMillan 
specified ultimately should be paid 
the American Exchange Nationa! 
Bank of Dallas; $4000 to the First 
National Bank of Kansas City; 
$5000. to the Galveston (Tex.) Na- 
tional Bank, and $1000 to the Mid- 
dlesex Banking Co. of Dallas. 

John F. Shepley’s Theory. 

John F. Shepley, chairman of 
the Board of the St. Louis Union 
the estate, was one of Mr. McMil- 
lan’s closest associates in' the : 
ing business. Shepley said that- 
after his inability to find anything 
to show a definite reason for the 
unusual bequests in the codicil, he 
had come to the conclusion that

than the necessary number of 
shares to qualify them as directo-s 
under the law. 

Contracts Attached. 


Thereupon, Utilities Power & 
Light caused the “dummy” direc- 
tors to enter into long term con- 
tracts with Laclede Gas to supply 
it with gas generated by the 80 
coke ovens of the Coke & Iron 
Co. and not needed by it in the 
operation of its two blast furnaces. 
It also entered into contracts with 
Laclede for surplus electric energy 
generated at Granite City by means 
of surplus gas from the coke oven 
operation. The minority stockhol-1- 
ers declare that they have been 
refused information on the terms 
of these contracts but believe that 
they stipulate a price equal] to or 
in excess of the cost to Laclede of 
manufacturing its own gas and 
electricity. 

These contracts insure the Coke 
& Iron Co. an annual net profit 
of $2.000.000, which would yield 
their common stock $25 a year. the 
minority stockholders declare.

Next came the creation of the 
St. Louis Gas & Coke Co. “formed 
by Utilities Power & Light for the 
mére. purpose of taking title to the 
assets of the*Coke & Iron Co.” It 
is deciared that the capital stock 
of the St. Louis Gas & Coke Co. 
is 50,000 shares of preferred stock 
and 60,000 shares of common and 
that all of this stock is owned by 
Utilities Power & Light. 

It is declared that the issue of 
$10,000,000 of bonds of the new 
St. Louis Gas & Coke Co. is to re- 
imburse Utilities Power & Light for 
its stock holdings in the Coke & 
Iron Co. 

Shepley, attorney for the mi- 
nority stockholders, summarized 
the financial phases of the trans- 
action as follows: 

“Utilities Power & Light ob- 
tained 90 per cent of the preferred 
and common stock of the Coke & 
Tron Co. and paid for it out of 
bonds sold to the public. Utilities 
Power & Light now proposes, by 
this new $10,000,000 bond issue, to 
cash the preferred and common 
stock which it acquired at no cost 
and, by owning all of the common 
stock of the new company it has 
created, still have complete and 
absolute contro] of all of the as- 
sets of the old Coke & Iron Co. 
The only obligation which Utilities 
Power & Light has been called up- 
on to meet has been approximately 
$2,700,000 for the erection of the 
second blast furnace at the plant, 
recently completed.

Students to School Daily

With Southampton Ready to Give Up Prob-

When Southampton residents 
were faced with what they term 
“an emergency” and when their 
civic organizations were unable to 
find a solution, a little gray-haired 
grandmother solved it single 


handed. 

And so every morning at ,7:45 
o’clock, Mrs. Dora Buchanah; 561 
years old, of $405 Hampton ave- 
nue, May be seen on top of a motor 
bus, keeping her feet with pro- 
fessional ease, as the bus bumps 
over the street, Saying now and then 
“Fare please!” The bus is her 
bus, in the sense that she, person- 
ally chartered it. With it she takes 
82 children of the district to Cleve- 
land High School, at Osceola and 
Louisiana avenues. 

Thus Mrs. Buhanan has solved 
the problem of the district, which 
has a population of 10,000, and is 
bounded on the south by LEichel- 
berger avenue, on the north by 
Bancroft avenue, on the east by 
Kingshighway and on the west by 
Hampton avenue. 


65 Minutes to Go 4 Miles. 

The residents of the district com- 
plained that they had no adequate 
transportation and as a result their 
children were forced to ride ap- 
proximately 65 minutes, and trans- 
fer twice, before they could arrive 
at Cleveland High School, four 
miles from most of their homes. 
Now, due to the enterprise of Mrs. 
Buchanan, they arrive at schoo! 
after a 12-minute ride on her bus. 

Until last May the Peoples’ Mot- 
orbus Co., took the children to 
school. But one morning of that 
month children lined the curb 
waiting for the bus. It never came. 
Citizens were informed the bus 
company had been forbidden 
to continue hauling the chil- 
dren to school because they 
had no permit to do s80. 
Many persons in the _ district 
profess to see a connection be- 
tween this discontinuation of the 
bus service and the fact that the 
United Railways conducts’ the 
Morganford Bus Line. 

Parents say that bus does not 


solve the problem because one 
must transfer three times before 
reaching the school and because 
the route is so circuitous, 

When the service was discon- 
tinued, the Peoples’ Motorbus Co. 
immediately filed application for a 
permit, but thus far it has not 
been: granted by the city. 

Civic Leagues Give Up. 

Southampton residents were in 
an uproar which increased in in- 
tensity as the opening of the pres- 
ent school year approached. The 
Southampton Development League. 
took cognizance of the situation, 
but decided it was powerless to 
remedy it, as did the Buder Pa- 
trons’ Association and the Cleve- 
land Parent-Teachers’ Association. 


st was then Mrs. Buchanan 
stepped into the breach. She made 
arrangements with the People’s 
Motorbus Co., to charter a bus for 
a minimum of $4 atrip. ut Sept. 
6, when school opened. and the 
service was inaugurated, she did 
not contemplate acting as conduct- 
Or and general supervisor. This 
was forced on her because the boys 
who collected the fare stoutly in- 
sisted that they, and not the bus 
company, were to keep anything 
they collected over $4 a trip. 

Forced to Be Conductor. 

The bus company promptly 
threatened to discontinue the serv- 
ice. But Mrs. Buchanan again 
straightened. things out by acting 
as conductor. 


So the bus continued arriving 
at 7:45 a. m, at Kingshighway and 
Sutherland avenue. It proceeds 
west in Sutherland to Macklind 
avenue, south in Macklind to Noat- 
tingham avenue, east in Notting- 
ham to Kingshighway, at this 
point heading towards the school.

False and excessive income tax 
returns of the Ferguson-McKinney 
Manufacturing Co. and ‘the Carle- 
ton Dry.

Dry Goods Co. made a consolidated 
income tax, return for the year 
1923, showing an income of $273,- 
169.88 for Ferguson-McKinney and 
$477,079.73 for. Carleton Dry 
Goods Co., a total of $750,509.78. 
The tax due and paid on this ¢on- 
solidated income was $93,813.72. 
The consolidated return, it is set 
forth, was not correct as to the in- 
come of either concern, but in- 
cluded “false and imaginary re- 
ports of income, to deceiver credit- 
ors.” These false items, it is al- 
leged, included $469,350.59 income 
reported for the Alligator Clothing 
Co., a subsidiary... While Ferguson- 
McKinney purported to show a 
profit of $275,169.88 for the year, 
it is stated that in reality it lost 
almost as much, or $274,747.59. The 
tax on the consolidated income, 
instead of being $93,813.72, should 
have been $16,851.73, it is alleged. 
A claim on this basis was pre- 
sented to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, who, it is stated, 
allowed a refund of $76,961.94. The 
Commissionfier ordered the refund 
paid to the Carleton-Ferguson Co., 


Kinney and Carleton Dry Goods. 
The suit filed today is to prevent 
this payment to Carleton-Ferguson.

Sidener. Probably Will Present

A final report on the investiga- 
tion of the murder of Clifford M. 
Hicks, lawyer, covering four 
months’ intensive work was made 
today by Chief of Detectives Kaiser

It is understood that the findings 
in the report, which Sidener re- 
fused to make public, are to be the 
basis of a grand jury inquiry into 
the Hicks case. From a source 
close to the investigation it was 
learned that “important develop- 
ments” have come to light in the 
financial transactions which sur- 
rounded Hicks’ murder. These 
transactions probably will be sifted 
by the grand jury on the theory 
that through them a key to the 
murder itself may be found. 

Since Hicks was slain on a 8&t. 
Louis County road the night of 
April 30 last Kaiser and Maroney 
have been at work on the mys- 
tery. The prevailing theory al- 
ways has been that a combination 
of Hicks’ underworld associates 
and his .partners in numerous 
shady business transactiong was 
formed to do away with him. 

Maroney, who assisted Joseph 
Folk in cleaning up the “boodlers” 
here, places great reliance in grand 
jury procedure as a means of shak- 
ing the truth out of reluctant wit- 
nesses. He is said to feel that 
enough has been learned about 
Hicks’ business affairs to warrant 
grand jury action on them, alone, 
and that such action may force 
those concerned to talk about the 
murder. hea el

Director Brooks Outlines City’s 
Plan to Alleviate Jam in 
Two Districts. 


“Theré are two districts which 
never would have reached their 
présent state, if they had had a 
few wide streets,” said Director of 
Streets and Sewers Brooks in an 
address last night before the West 
End Business Men's Association. 

“One is the district between 
Fourth street and the river, and 
the other is that district between 
Twelfth boulevard and Grand 
boulevard, Market and ~ Morgan 
streets. Where we can, with a 
few simpel, inexpensive adjust-. 
ments, create relief streets, this 
should be done, 

“Having this in mind, that 
Wash-Franklin-Enright would give 
@ way from the north edge 
of the business district clear 
through to Olive Street road, we 
have proposed a cutoff at’ the 
northwest cornér of Enright avenue 
and Grand boulevard, with a subse- 
quent shifting of car tracks to open 
this ‘throat.’ 

“The south side of the business 
district can be served by Clark ave- 
nue and Forest Park avenue when 
a@ few changes are made, such as 
extending Forest Park avenue 
through old Handlan’s Park, de- 
pressing Forest Park avenue un- 
der Grand, and building a viaduct 
Over the present site of Union 
Station sheds, for which the Ter- 
minal Railroad is now obligated to 
pay $150,000. This viaduct can be 
built far more cheaply, especially 
when the Terminal carries out its 
reconstruction plans at the Union 
Station.” 

Within 20 years the number of 
vehicles on St. Louis streets has 
increased 120 times, Director 
Brooks said. 

“We are not far from the time,” 
he added, “when business on Wash- 
ington avenue, Locust and Olive 
etreets will demand  no-parking

Much to Do Over Cut. 


ERE, a week or so ago, Tun- 
Hoe got bumped over the right 

eye by Chuck Wiggins in one 
of their sparring settos and suf- 
fered alittle cut. There was much 
to-do about this, and the heavy- 
weight champion laid off for a 
couple of days. 
I'll say this for Gene, however. 
He’s one champion who disdains 
to wear the protective headgear 
while sparring in training.~In the 
old days the fighters gften got 
bloody noses and Black eyes and 
even sometimes éauliflower ears 
and broken noses im their training 
bouts. But those were the hard 
days of boxing. 
When Jack Dempsey passes, it 
looks as if the fight game would 
lose the last of the romantic, 
biood-tingling type of battler. 


Now nobody is happier to see 
the boxing game rise to a genteel 
level than I am. But I contend 
that you cannot get a fighter into 
the best fighting condition unless 
you put him through a siege of 
har’ training, and make him live 
in a Manner rhat will toughen him. 


If you have two fairly-matched 
men toughened and seasoned in 
this manner, you get a real battle 
when they clash. That is what 
made the fight game what it is 
today. But it is my opinion that 
the more the fight game flourishes 
the nearer it approaches a de- 
cline. It is getting awa: from 
fighting. and coming closer to 
boxing. It’s losing its romantic 
appeal and developing, into a par- 
lor game. 


Need a Little Roughing. 

'M NOT trying to moralize. I’m 

merely pointing out the differ- 

ence between the training meth- 
ods of today and those of old. 
Both Dempsey and Tunney would 
be better fighters if they roughed 
it a bit more, and accustomed 
the selves to kardships  wther 
than live in ease and luxury even 
while training. They're not build- 
ing stamina this way.

NOVELIST BEGINS JAIL TERM

Leonard Cline Told by Brother of 

Victim Family Never Sought 
Revenge.

ROCKVILLE, Conn., Sept. 15.— 
Leonard Lanson Cline, novelist 


formerly of St. Louis, has begun 
his sentence of one year in jail 
for the fatal shooting of Wilfred 
P. Irwin in Mansfield, May 16. 
Cline changed an earlier plea 
of not guilty of murder in the first 
degree to one of guilty of man- 
slaughter yesterday and was fined 
$1000 in. addition to being sen- 
tenced to jail. 

Both Irwin and Cline, immedi- 
ately after the shooting which oc- 
curred in the early morning hours 
in Cline’s home in Mansfield, had 
held that it was accidental. 

The jail term began in the Tol- 
land County jail, where Cline has 
been held since late in May. 

Cline joined his wife in the in- 
firmary on the second floor, where 
he is kept. His first task there 
was to write letters to friends 
who had sent their sympathies and 
best wishes. 

One of the first to grip Cline’s 
hand after the sudden climax was 
Prof. George J. Irwin, of Wash- 
ington and Lee University of Lex- 


ington, Va., brother of the slain 
man. 

“No hard feelings, I hope,” Cline 
said. 

“No, Leonard.” Irwin told the 


man who had befriended his broth.

WASHINGTON. Sept. i36. —

drunk in Chicago is made in that 
city or its environs, E. C. Yellow- 
ley, prohibition administrator for 
Illinois, Indiana and Eastern Wis- 
consin, told Assistant Secretary 
Lowman yesterday.
